The majority ol 
tbe gunners operating the big gnns 
in Fort Wright daring tbe firing by 
gnn-carrlsge board had never fired s 
large caliber gnn before, snd some of 
them had never seen a modern coast- 
defense gnn before their enlistment, 
several months ago.
